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1 . MISSION SHOULD EXPRESS FOLLOWING INITIAL VIEWS AT 
APRIL 18 COUNCIL ON QUESTION OF AGENDA FOR JUNE 6-8 OECD 
MINISTERIAL. 

2. WE FORESEE TWO- PART MINISTERIAL AGENDA ( A) INTERNA- 
TIONAL ECONOMIC SITUATION AND ( B) ACTIVITIES OF THE ORGAN- 
IZATION. AGENDA ITEM ( A) IN TURN SHOULD BE SUB- DIVIDED 
INTO TWO PARTS. MINISTERS WOULD FIRST TREAT INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC REFORM. THIS WOULD GIVE MINISTERS THE CHANCE TO 
HAVE FAR REACHING DISCUSSION OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
POLICY WITH EMPHASIS ON THE NEED FOR BROAD, FLEXIBLE 
NEGOTIATING MANDATES FOR THE UPCOMING TRADE NEGOTIATIONS. 
IN CONNECTION WITH THIS DISCUSSION THERE WOULD BE A REPORT 
ON THE WORK OF THE XCSS. TYING IN INVESTMENT AND RELAT- 
ED ISSUES WITH ECONOMIC REFORM IN THE TRADE AND MONETARY 
FIELDS. AFTER THIS BROAD DISCUSSION OF INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC REFORM MINISTERS WOULD DISCUSS AS SECOND PART 

OF AGENDA A THEIR RESPECTIVE DOMESTIC ECONOMIES WITH 
EMPHASIS ON STEPS TAKEN TO LIMIT INFLATION. 

3. AGENDA ITEM ( B) ACTIVITIES OF THE ORGANIZATION WOULD 
ALLOW MINISTERS TO DISCUSS IN GENERAL THE ENERGY CHALLENGE 
AND THE NEED FOR CLOSE INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. HOWEVER, 
WE BELIEVE SPECIFICS OF COOPERATION IN THE OIL FIELD 

SHOULD CONTINUE TO BE HANDLED IN THE HIGH LEVEL OIL GROUP 
AND THE OIL COMMITTEE. UNDER THIS AGENDA ITEM THE OECD 
COULD ALSO DESCRIBE THE INTEGRATED APPROACH TO DEVELOP- 
MENT BEING CONSIDERED BY THE DAC AND OECD SECRETARIAT. 

4. THIS MINISTERIAL SHOULD BE USED TO REINFORCE POLITICAL 
WILL AND COMMITMENT FOR REFORM OF THE GLOBAL ECONOMIC 
SYSTEM INCLUDING TRADE LIBERALIZATION IN OECD MEMBER 
STATES. MONETARY REFORM AND PROGRESS ON INVESTMENT AND 
RELATED ISSUES. WE BELIEVE JUNE OECD MINISTERIAL WILL 
COME AT A CRITICAL TIME IN FORMATION OF PUBLIC OPINION 

ON TRADE NEGOTIATIONS. MEETING SHOULD BE SEEN ESPECIALLY 
AS MAJOR OPPORTUNITY TO FOSTER A CLIMATE CONDUCIVE TO 
(A) ADOPTION BROAD, FLEXIBLE MANDATES FOR EC, JAPAN, AND
